Call Meeting to Order:
At 9:00 a.m., Board Chair Barnard established that a quorum was present and called the meeting to order.

Dock Building Discussion:

The Board received correspondence from Laura Dent with Bulldog Marine, Inc., Tim Merrill with Vinyl Deck & Dock Covers,
LLC, and Wendy Myers with the Lake Oconee Area Builders Association requesting a determination on the licensing
requirements of dock builders. They stated that the Greene County Building Department has started requiring a builder’s
license in order to obtain a permit to install docks and related improvements.

The Board discussed some of the conversations that occurred when the Board was originally formed regarding dock
building. Then the members of the public present were given the opportunity to address the Board with their concerns.
